Most newspaper readers probably never heard of Locarno 
until it was announced that the great powers had gone there for 
their conference on a European .security pact. 
Where is this 
Locarno?” a good many persons ask, and a searching of geogra­ 
phies and atlases finds the answer. 
Locarno lies in the Italian-speaking part of Switzerland, and 
is called the Queen of the Maggiore, after a beautiful lake which 
lies between the Alps and the Lombardy plains. The community 
has been Swiss since 1512, although it is Italian in appearance and 
mode of life. It has 4,000 inhabitants, picturesque houses, beauti­ 
ful public gardens, a famous old church and much inspiring scen­ 
ery. It is said to have a luxuriant growth of flowers, with almost 
tropical vegetation. The climate is very fine, the air soft, without 
humidity, and with scarcely any frost in winter. 
Truly it sounds like an ideal place for the conference, with 
everything in favor of peace and amity. The world hopes thai tie 
British, French and German delegates there will succumb to the 
gentle atmosphere of the quiet old town and let it influence their 
negotiations. 


National Discourtesy 


A writer in the Baltimore Sun remarks that Canada puts this 
country to shame in the matter of courtesy to the traveling pub­ 
lic. 
He finds hotel employes especially considerate and obliging 
in Canada, and only too often the opposite in the states. 
Kipling made the same criticism years ago, with special re­ 
gard to railroad employes. A courteous question put to an Ameri­ 
can railroad clerk or conductor, he said, was usually disregarded 
or answered by a contemptuous grunt, especially if the questioner 
were obviously a foreigner. 
There has been some advance in both these domains of pub­ 
lic service, but any observant person knows that there is still room 
for improvement. And better manners are needed more in a cer­ 
tain other branch of public accommodation than in those men­ 
tioned. There is probably more discourtesy to the square foot in 
American theaters in large cities than anywhere else in the world. 
Self-interest, if not natural breeding, would seem to suggest better 
manners among ticket-sellers and other theatrical folk in their 
public contacts. Can somebody explain the mystery !

Most newspaper readers probably never heard of Locarno 
until it was announced that the great powers had gone there for 
their conference on a European security pact.

A courteous question put to an Ameri­ 
can railroad clerk or conductor, he said, was usually disregarded 
or answered by a contemptuous grunt, especially if the questioner 
were obviously a foreigner. 
There has been some advance in both these domains of pub-! 
lie service, but any observant person knows that there is still room 
for improvement. And better manners are needed more in a cer­ 
tain other branch of public accommodation than in those men­ 
tioned. There is probably more discourtesy to the square foot in 
American theaters in large cities than anywhere else in the world. 
Self-interest, if not natural breeding, would seem to suggest better 
manners among ticket-sellers and other theatrical tolk in their 
public contacts.

According to Howard W. Nudd, di­ 
rector of the Public lido alioqal asso­ 
ciation of New York dry and chairman 
of the national committee on visiting 
teachers which has administered these 
demonstrations, the communities thus 
convinced of the value of the visiting 
teacher and planning to continue her 
services include Burlington, Vt., Lin­ 
coln, N eb.; Richmond, Vs.; Red Bank, 
N. J.; Kalamazoo. Mich.; Sioux City, 
Iowa; Bluefield, W. Va.; Sioux Falls, 
S. D .; Warren. Ohio, and Hutchinson, 
Kan. 
Meanwhile, demonstrations are being 
continued by the national committee on 
visiting teachers in the following com­ 
munities;

Several hundred cities have made ap­ 
plication for demonstrations under this 
plan, but the thirty communities pro­ 
vided for in the original grant from 
the commonwealth fund having been 
chosen, no further applications are now 
being considered. 
Including the visiting teachers ap­ 
pointed by the national committee for 
these demonstrations there are now al­ 
together ISR visiting teachers in the 
United States working in til cities and 
6 counties scattered through 34 states. 
These figures are given by Mr. Nudd 
in a chapter on the history, purpose 
and scope of tile visiting teacher move­ 
ment, which lie contributes to “The 
Problem Child in School," a volume of 
visiting teacher case narratives by 
Mary B. Sayles. just published by the 
Joint Committee on Methods of Pre­ 
venting Delinquency, Inc., of M East 
Forty-second street, New York city. 
Describing tile visiting teacher as a 
specialist in the schools who devotes 
herself to the problems of unadjusted 
children, Mr. Nudd, in the article above 
referred to, points that “every teacher, 
every 
social 
worker, 
sud 
many

parent is familiar with the problem 
child—the boy or girl whose school 
progress or whose reactions to normal 
requirements point toward later ineffi­ 
ciency. delinquency, or some other fail­ 
ure in personal or social adjustment. 
What is the trouble with such children, 
and what can be done for them? 
How 
can the school obtain aud utilize a 
knowledge of the forces that are affect­ 
ing their success, and give them in 
fullest measure the benefits of their 
educational experience? 
Puzzles or 
pests at home, In school, or elsewhere, 
thelr*personal welfare aud the welfare 
of society require painstaking effort In 
their behalf. 
They present at once 
the most battling, the most urgent and 
the most Interesting problem-, in the 
field of education." 
Finds Needs ef Children. 
Describing the methods of the visit­ 
ing teacher in meeting these problems, 
which are both educational and soclul 
in nature. Mr. Nudd points out that 
this relatively new specialist, trained 
both as a teacher and social worker, 
“is specifically equipped not only to 
find out why things are not going right 
in the lives of these children but also 
to take back to the class teacher, the 
parent or the social agency which may 
help, the essential information needed 
to meet their Individual limitations. As 
a result of the new facts she discovers 
the school Is enabled to see what the 
actual situation is and to become aware 
of the real need of the child. 
It can 
often modify requirements to meet the 
newly seen limitations by changing the

knowledge of the forces that ure affect­

their behalf. 
They present at once

Finds Hoods of Children. 
D escribing the m ethods of the visit­ 
ing teacher in m eeting these problem s, 
which are both educational and soclul 
In nature. Mr. Nudd points out th at 
this relatively new specialist, trained 
both as a teacher and social w orker, 
“is specifically equipped not only to 
find out wily things a re not going right 
in the lives of these child, en but also 
to take back to th e class teacher, the 
parent or the social agency which may 
Help, tb s essential inform ation needed 
to m eet th eir Individual lim itations. As 
a result of the new facts she discovers 
the school is enabled to see w hat the 
actus! situation is and to becom e aw are 
of the real need of the child.

often modify requirem ents to meet the

HARBOR CONTRACT 
TO BE AWARDED 


W eirton S te e l company officials will 
probably award the contract this week 
for the building of the $7.10,0*10 harbor 
which is part of the $1 4 ,000,000 ex 
pen ion planned by the company. 
The harbor itself will be 200 feet 
long in both directions with a wooden 
fender at each side, providing a 200 
foot loading and a 460-foot unloading 
dock. It will be necessary to dredge 
1,100 cubic yards of material from the 
harbor to install the docks. The dock 
foundation will be of concrete 40 fe?t 
square. 
They will be 38 feet above 
full pool. 
On the landing docks will be a build­ 
ing 50 feet by 100-feet for storage pjr 
poses where material to be shipped 
(fill be held until time for loading. 
On the unloading docks there is to 
be erected a coal aower with a Capac ;• 
ty for unloading 300 tons of coal per 
hour from nine barges, which is the 
capacity of the harbor. 
This run of 
mine coal will be unloaded by the 
tower, and placed in the equalizing 
hopper, from there it will go either 
to the eoko or the stocking pots.

Cooper, American capitalist, 
who spent several weeks here recent­ 
ly In !t« iii!crest. 
Mr. Cooper ex­ 
plained to members of the New Bruns­ 
wick governm ent at {lie time, that as 
soon as authority to begin with con­ 
struction 
u a s obtained from Maine, 
application to proceed with the work 
would he made to the provincial anti

minion governm ents, as well us to 
the International Joint waterw ays com­ 
mission. 
T itles to certain lands on the 
New Brunswick side of the St. Croix 
ruer already have been searched for 
at the crown lands office in Frederic­ 
ton. the provincial capital.

Maine to decide whether the sale of 
power will be perm itted outside the 
state, provided the project material­ 
ises.

At St. John the tides rise *25 
feet, causing on the lo v e s St. John 
river the only natural phenomenon of 
Its kind in existence, a reversible wa­ 
terfall ; that is to say, when the tide 
is coming in, the falls, which are some 
forty feet high, ‘‘drop'’ upstream, and 
when the tide is going out they "drop’’ 
^ downstream. 
At (lie end of the Bay of 
Fundy, between Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, the tide is the Idghest on 
earth, at slack water measuring be­ 
tween OO and 70 feet. 
At Moncton, on

can the school obtain and utilize a 
knowledge of the forces that are affect­ 
ing their success 
and give them in 
fullest measure the benefits of their 
educational 
experience? 
Puzzles or 
pests at home. In school, or elsewhere, 
their-personai welfare aud ll e welfare 
of society require painstaking effort in 
their behalf. 
They present at once 
the most battling, the most urgent aud 
the most Interesting problem-. In th* 
field of education.” 
Finds Needs of Children. 
Describing the methods of the visit­ 
ing teacher in meeting these problems, 
which are both educational and soclul 
in nature, Mr. Nndd points out that 
this relatively new specialist, trained 
both as a teacher and social worker, 
“ta specifically equipped not only to 
find out why things are not going right 
In the lives of these children but also 
to take back to the class teacher, the 
parent or the social agency which may 
help, the essential information needed 
to meet their Individual limitations. As 
a result of the new facts she discovers 
the school is enabled to see what the 
actual situation is and to become aware 
of the real need of the child.

often modify requirements to meet the 
newly seen limitations by changing the 
class, transferring the child to a spe­

W eirton Ste**! company officials will 
probably award file contract this week | 
for tho building of the 1750.OOO harbor 
which is part of tho $ 1l,uo0,ort0 ox 
pen; ion planned by the company. 
The harbor itself will bo 200 foot 
long in both directions with a wooden 
fender at each side, providing a 200 
foot loading and a 460-foot unloading 
dock. It will be necessary to dredge 
1.100 cubic yards of material from the 
harbor to install the docks. The dock 
foundation will be of concrete 40 fe it 
square. 
They will he 3K feet above 
full pool. 
On the landing docks will he a build 
ing 50 feet by IOO feet for storage pit 
poses where material to be shipped 
dill be held until time for loading. 
On the unloading docks there is to 
be erected a coal power with a caput . 
ty for unloading 300 tons of coal per 
hour from nine barges, which is the 
capacity of the harbor. 
This run of 
mine coal will be unloaded by the 
tower, and placed in the iqualizimr 
hopper, from there it will go either 
to the coke or the stocking ivots.
